Ou rs may 
b e a time of syndicates and e*rab ina- 
tlons, he said, b u t every man, afte r 
all, “m u st find himself and see to the 
integrity of his own sou l.” 
T he indi­

really “im personal” from a moral point 
of view. 
It follows. Dr. Wilson point­ 
ed ou t with great force, tha t “the ten­ 
dency to b e practical will not conqu er 
the tendency to b e moral,” and tha t 
the m oralist “will dictate b oth to the 
lawyer and to the man of b u siness.” 
II« * will dictate b ecau se the distinction 
b etween right and expediency, as su pe r 
flciallv and loosely made, is b aseless.

'Hie neglect of the Intellect or of the 
moral n a tu re m eans to-day, as it alw ays 
has meant, decay 
and 
retrogression 
even in the m aterial spheres of life. 
Nothing Is less “practical” than con­ 
tempt of the nob lest and highest of 
which hu m anity is capab le.

O ne is at a loss to com prehend the se

travels only a few m iles before it dis­ 
appears. 
T he freak of nature occurs ordinari­ 
ly only in the spring or early summer, 
when tin* earth and the stratum of air 
im m ediately above it are heating rap­ 
idly. 
The upper air is still intensely 
cold from the effects of winter. Warm 
tiir expands and so becomes light and 
tends to rise. 
Fold air contracts, is 
heavy and falls. 
O rdinarily the different strata of air 
com m ingle gently with no disturbance. 
But som etim es the great isldy of the 
cyclone 
brings down 
m asses of cold 
air from its western side upon the hot 
surfaee winds of the southeast quar­ 
ter.

Tilt* hot, rarified air, surrounded by 
a heavy cold envelope, shoots upward.

Girls flirt? 
Perish the thought! 
Mrs. Anna C. Fall, counsellor-at-law, 
Gays it is the old argument used by 
men who would bar women from uni­ 
versities. 
When Dean Gleason L. Archer, of 
the Suffolk Law School, came forth de­ 
claring t hat the present e--of women 
in classes attended by men is not con­ 
ducive to study, he h ardly realised the 
etorm of adverse criticism that his 
rem arks would arouse. 
“I was the only woman tin a class 
of 40 men,” says Mrs. Fall, ‘and no 
flirtations or any sentimental thought* 
were ever voiced, for the girl wrho 
applies herself to study is real earn­ 
est about it, and it is not her fault 
that some men win have their minds 
distracted by the presence 
of 
wo­ 
men.” 
Miss Em m a 
Lattimer Fall 
Is 
a 
daughter of M u. Fall and is about to 
graduate from the Boston University 
I jaw School. 
“I expect to be admitted to the 
bar and to practise my profession,” de­ 
clares Mies Fall. 
“Six other girls are 
to graduate with me, and they are 
all earnest students who are intent 
on acquiring as much knowledge as 
they possibly can, and who succeed­ 
ed pretty well in proving that women 
can apply themselves 
to study not­ 
withstanding the fact that there are 
men students in the same Glass with 
them.*' 
“I think Mr. Archer is placing un­ 
due stress on that foolish idea that 
girls can find no other Bourre of in­ 
terest in man 
besides 
sentiment,” 
adds Mrs. Fall. 
“Rut the true school 
sentiment is, and has always been, 
good fellowship and friendship.” 
It is love for the science of law 
that com peds girls to seek t he law 
schools, assert both Mrs. and Miss 
Fall, and they resent having the bur­ 
den of guiR placed upon women’s 
shoulders simply because, 
as 
Dean 
Archer says, their presence will dis­ 
tract th e attention of men. 
“I always expected that my daugh­ 
ter would become a lawyer,” said Mrs. 
Fall, “and I am glad that she has 
chosen this profession. 
She has al­ 
most more love for It than I have, 
and the fact that girls succeed in 
mastering the subject and in graduat­ 
ing and becoming successful lawyers 
proves that flirting 1s far from their 
minds when they concentrate their 
thought on study. 
They are far too 
level headed for that. 
“Neither am I inclined to admit 
that men are unable to give undivid­ 
ed attention to the subject at ham! 
when girls are present in a class­ 
room. 
All this talk is nothing but 
prejudice against the women en te r­ 
ing the professional ranks.”—Boston 
Posit.

Proceedings in the Brampton Coom- 
by Court recently revealed the curi­ 
ous fact th at the tenants of eleven 
bouses in George’s Square FuLham 
had paid no rent for periods varying 
from one to seven years. 
The own­ 
er, a lady, had, it was alleged, been 
shut, up iii an asylum, and ais no col­ 
lector had called on her behalf the 
occupants had by degrees delude*! 
them selves into the belief that they 
need not pay any more ren t for the 
term s of their natural lives. 
Such delusions are common enough 
under similar circumstances, and these 
ci^-curn.stances are far more common 
than most people are apt to imagine. 
Only a few months ago a parallel 
cas-s cropped up in the East End. 
An entire terrace of houses was 
Involved. 
No rent had been paid by

anybody for a longer period than any 
one

could remember. 
As a result a regu­ 
lar system of selling and buying the 
right of entry and 
possession hail

Force had to be used to evict the 
“squatters.” who returned, moreover, 
again and again; and it was only af­ 
ter several of them had been sent to 
Jail that opposition to the rights of 
the real owners finally cease*!. 
Yet another example "was afforded 
by the notorious Leather lane evic­ 
tions, carried out by the London Coun­ 
ty Council when its Housing Commit­ 
tee was engaged some rime back in 
clearing the slum areas in that dis­ 
trict. It was found that no fewer than 
forty-eight families had been living 
there rent free for many years, and 
not even the council was able to trace 
the whereabouts of the original land 
lord. 
Under these circum stances the 
tenants declined to move, barricaded 
themselves in their 
rent-free tene­ 
ments and threatened reprisals in the 
event of force being used. 
In the end, however, they submitted 
quietly enough, nearly 200 men, wom­ 
en and children being put into the 
streets by eleven bailiffs.—Tit-Bits.

THE SUN UNSEEN. 


The painting of the Forth Bridge 
coats $10,000. 


All We See Are Its Concentric Shells. 
—The great ball of fire which we call 
the sun is not really th e sun. 
No 
DTK* has ever seen the sun. 
A series 
of concentric shells envelop a nucleus 
af which we kaow absolutely nothing, 
except that it must be almost infinite­ 
ly hotter than the fiercest furnace, 
and that it must amount to more than 
nine-tenths of the solar m ass. 
That 
nucleus is the real sun, forever hid­ 
den from us. 
The outerm ost of the 
enveloping shells is about five thou­ 
sand miles thick, and is called the 
‘chromosphere.” It Is a gaseous flood, 
tinted with the scarlet glare of hydro­ 
gen, and so furiously active that it 
spurts up great tongues of glowing 
gas (“prominences”) to a height of 
thousands of miles. 
Tim e xvas when 
this agitated sea of crimson fir** could 
be seen to advantage only during an 
eclipse; now special instrum ents are 
used which enable 
astronom ers 
to 
study it in the full glare of the sun. 
Beyond the chromosphere, far beyond 
the prominences-eveil, lies the nebu­ 
lous pallid “corona,” visible only dur­ 
ing the vanishing m om ents of a tot.al 
eclipse, aggregating not more than 
seven days in a century. 
No one has 
ever satisfactorily explained haw the 
highly attenuated m a tter co rn e rin g 
both the prominences and the corona 
Is supported without falling back into 
the sun under the pull of solar gravi­ 
tation. 
Now that Arrhenius has cos­ 
mically applied the effects of light- 
pressure a solution is presented. 
How difficult it is to a*count for 
such delicate streamers as the “promi 
nonces” on The sun is better compre­ 
hended when we fully understand how 
relentlessly powerful is the grip of 
solar gravitation 
lf tic* sun were a 
habitable globe and you could trans­ 
port you roe1 f to its surface you would 
find yours* lf pulled down so forcibly 
bv 
gravitation 
that 
you 
would 
weigh two Tons, assuming that you 
are an ordin try human being. 
Your 
clothing alone would weigh more than 
nae hundred pounds. 
Baseball could 
Im* played in a solar drawing-room, for 
there would I*** some 
difficulty 
in 
throwing a ball more than thirty feet. 
Tennis would be degraded to a form 
of outdoor ping-pong. 
From these 
considerations it la plain That gravita­ 
tion on the sun would tend to pre­ 
vent the formation of any lambent 
st roamers and to pud down to us sur- 
face masses of any size.—H arper’s 
Magazine.
